(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION.

2. The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the ballast tanks must 
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be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the mdnner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 16,32 and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
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one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant claims each body being divided into 
a plurality of separately ballastable tanks, yet fails to show and describe the tanks, nor 
the means by which they are separately ballastable. Without complete and adequate 
disclosure, one of ordinary skill in the art cannot make and/or use the invention. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 24 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 24 and 40 improperly limit the claims from which they depend, in setting 
forth that a prism is conical in shape. This claim cannot be further treated on the merits. 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-11,15.17,18,20,26,28.33,34,36,42-44,48 and 55-57 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Douglas. 

Douglas discloses the claimed invention, including a plurality of submerged 
hollow cylindrical bodies, The bodies are suspended by cables/lines 12 inherently 
possessing the tension/compression relationship as claimed. Each body is essentially a 
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ballast tank, as they employ water to steady the vessel. Pivotable projecting fins 316 are 
provided, and provide for more resistance in one direction. 

Re claim 42, the suspending means are interconnected at the mast top. 

10. Claims 1,15,16,25,2628,30-32,41,44 and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Hayward. 

Hayward provides a plurality of suspended ballast tanks, each divided into 
separately ballastable compartments. "Saddles" 34 are provided. 

11. Claims 1,9-12,25 and 27,28 and 41 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hubick. 

Hubick provides chain suspended partially hollow conical bodies. A saddle is 
provided at 7. 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skid in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claims 13,14,19,21-23,29-31,35.37-39,45,46,49-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Douglas. 

The size and volume of the tanks of Douglas, as well as the shape thereof is 
considered to have been an obvious design consideration, well within the level of skill of 
the ordinary routineer working in the art, providing expected results. 

Re claim 12, chain is considered to have been an obvious equivalent to cable or 
wire, and therefore it would have been obvious to the ordinary routineer working in the 
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art at the time of the invention to suspend the tanks of Douglas with chain. Such would 
have been obvious to try, and would have yielded expected results.
